The publication of the Flora Of The Malay Peninsula ms 
originally suggested by K.K* Sir 00o.il Smith in 1888* It ms 
to be based on the collections of Mr.^ray and Rev Father 
8 corf echini, which were to be worked out and published by 
Sir Joseph Hooker and Br. (Now sir ) George King.The work was 
to be done in five years#The *£cpenses were to be paid partly 
by the Colony and partly by the Governments of Perak and 
Selangor* Sir Joseph Hooker and Sir George King were to re¬ 
ceive five hundred pounds each after completion of the work* 
This was approved by the Secretary of state (Govt*I08R/I888) 
Owing to age however Sir Joseph Hooker retired from the work 
which thus fell on By# King only# 


2#- Owing to the vast accession of the additional 
materials based on the collections made by the present 
Director of Gardens 8*8# and by Mr.Charles Curtis of Penang, 
the work increased very largely and its publication was much 
delayed. In order therefore to get the work into the hands of 
botanists,foresters and other persons to whom it was of irapoV^ 


—ance with as little delay as might be, without waiting till 
the whole was done it was agreed (Hisc. HOB/OX) .King's letter* 
of January 3rd* 01) to bring the wort out in a preliminary 


form as "The Materials For A Flora Of The Malay Peninsula”* 
3.- The first eleven parts of this were published by 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal at no cost to the Straits 
Government except that of Ps8B8 annas 13 which was paid for 


certain extra copies. 

In the same letter Dr.King asked the Government to pay 
the cost of the future volumes of the "Materials” as the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal were unable to afford the cost# 


4 ,- The Government then suggested that the publication 
should be done by the Straits Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society,but that Society was too poor to bear the expense 
and refused to publish this*

salary of the Artist (hitherto he was pai d from a separate 
voted voted yearly) to make drawings of plants for the Flora 
and in 1905 the out-of-pocket expenses of Or.King viz£**-I3 
9 d* was paid out of the fixed deposit also* 

in 1902 (Misc. XX95/02) it was agreed that the 
Director of Gardens -Singapore should -Trite the volumes of t 
the Materials dealing with the Monocotyledons.

the' Asiatic Society of Pengal• You are 1 also aware that, in 
connection with this wort, I have had lars e quantities of 
dried botanical specimens of Malayan plants sent for me- to ' 
study at lew as the basis of my flora. These specimens , 
after^ having been studied by me at lew, have been named and 
returned to the Botanic Garden Calcutta( by order of the 
Straits Government) for distribution to the more important 

I 

Potanical Museums of Europe, Asia and America. 

The wort has been conducted with your sanction and per¬ 
mission, at the Herbarium of the loyal botanic Gardens, .^ex,, 
where only indeed it was possible to do it. 

Since I began the wort in 1898 I have, from time to time 
expended on account of carriage,porterage and Storage of 
specimens and on clerical wbrh connected with the naming of 

X 

the latter,sums which amount to £78.13.0 sterling. In addi¬ 
tion to. this I have expended the sum of £16-14-0 . On prepar 
-ing and printing in England indices to the species descri¬ 
bed in the instalments published in the Journal of the Asia¬ 
tic Society of Bengal. The printing of these indices was 
absolutely necessary to mate the wort available,so far as 
published,to worhing botanist in the Straits Settlements and 
in the museums in other parts of the world. The cost of tries, 
indices was not met by, and # indeed it was no part of tne 
printing undertaten by the Asiatic Sqciety of Bengal,, and 
rather than it should not be done I undertook it myself.

of London. The work of preparing this projected Flora was,as you are 
aware, undertaken by Sir Joseph 3). Hooker and myself conjointly* When 
howevep we gave hope of the rrzr&Ty completion of such a work,neither <f> 
of us had realised how very inperfectly the plants of the Malayan Pen-' 
insula,and especially those of its central mountain range,had been,up 
■to that time,collected,it explained in my, letter to you/ dated 26th 
December 1900, Sir Joseph Hooker found that he would be unable to take 
. any part in it and he dissociated himself from the undertaking leaving 
me to carry it out single-handed. 

I had not been long at work before I found out how incomplete the 

« 

collections on which I had to work really were,and I suggested to Sir 
Joseph that,instead either of hurrying on the publication of a Flora 
which(being founded in imperfect collections of plants)must necessari¬ 
ly be imperfect,or if waiting until a Floras in completed collections 
should be published in its .entirely, I should print,from time to time, 
in the-Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (which had consented to 


receive .them), such portions of a work founded in the collections in ha 
hand as I might be able to prepare. This proposal met with the entire 
approval of Sir Joseph Hooker and was accepted by. His Excellency the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements(Sir Oecil Smith I think.)The pub¬

-stane Swettenham,K,G.M.G., the Governor of the Straits Settlements has 
been pleased to make them a grant, of $2,800 or Ks8,750 for the purpose 
of completing the publication of the "Materials for a Flora of the 
Malayan Peninsula "by Sir George King,K.C.I.E* formerly , Superintendent 
of the Botanic Garden near Calcutta-. 

2* The series of papers bearing this title is really a Mftnograp/: 
modelled on the lines of HookerS well-known Flora of India, of the flo¬ 
wering plants of the Malay Peninsula and the adjacent smaller islands, 
and it is as useful to the student as it is to the systematic botanists 
The series was commenced in the Journal of the Asiatic Society for 
1889 and up to last year nearly.

Having been requested to place on record my views as 


to the most favourable means of accomplishing the 


publication of a Flora of the Straits Settlements, I beg 


herewith to offer the following observations and 


suggestions. 


The vegetation of the Straits Settlements is one of 


the richest on the globe-. It- abounds in plants of the 


greatest' economic value for food and medicine and in the 


arts and manufactures. Its position and climate of.fer 


great facilities for the introduction and cultivation of 


useful plants other th£.n its own, and its forests teem 


with hitherto undescribed trees and shrubs many of which 


will doubtless prove as valuable to mankind as others of 


its known kinds have already proved to be. And yet no 


English possession on the globe is so badly supplied 


with the means of determining what its vegetation consists

advertisements, issue and sales of copies. In this case 


the Government pays the author; and to ensure .the publisher 


against loss (and to enable the work to be produced at a 


moderate price), the Government also takes on the day of 


publication 100 copies at retail price for the use of the 


Colony and the publisher sells the rest for his own profit. 


The Botanist best qualified for the authorship is 


unquestionably Dr. King (Superintendent of the Calcutta

Botanic Garden) whose knowledge of the Straits Flora is 


very large, who has an ample Library and Herbarium of 


Straits plants at Calcutta, and whose proximity to the 


Straits Settlements will enable him to refer for inforra-

ation to residents there without loss of time. Whilst 


however working in Calcutta, Dr. King would require to be

in constant correspondence with a competent Botanist in the 


Herbarium at Kew, which contains the largest and best 


named (indeed the only other) collection of Straits plants

identified with those previously named at Kew; and' Dr. 


King must be supplied with the means of publishing such 


species as exist at Kew and are not in the Calcutta 


Herbarium.

Lithographed illustrations of the plants of the Straits 


eould be well and inexpensively produced at Calcutta under 


the direction of Dr. King; and might be brought out through 


a publisher in the same way as the Flora. It is impossible 


to estimate the cost of such an undertaking; but I am 


confident that a grant of £100 a year to provide for 


artsits work and the purchase of a few coxjies, would be 


well spent as a commencement of such an undertaking.

It will be observed that under the arrangement 


proposed, the position of the Government, the author and 


the publisher .are strictly limited and defined. The 


Government pays a’ moderate sum for authorship—and purchases 


for the use of the Colony 100 copies oh conditions that the 


work is to be sold at a moderate cost to the public. 


The author’s duties are confined to the production of 


the MSS. and correction of the press; he has no share of 


profit of sale. The publisher pays all costs except 


.authorship, and makes what-profit he can out of the sale 


of all copies not pre-empted by the Government. It need 


not be added that the Government, by pj;e-empting copies

may reduce the cost of the work to the public to a nominal 


sum.
